But to return; The reaſon why the lues venerea and the 
leproſy have been conſidered as one and the ſame diforder 
is, that many ſymptoms of the one are cammon to the 
other. No great ſtreſs, however, can be laid upon this ir- 
Cumſtance, the ſymptoms of both maladies being exceed - 
ingly precarious. Another common tradition is, that it firſt 
broke out in the French army, When it lay encamped be- 
fore Naples, and originated from un Whole ſome food · On this 
account the French called it the maladie Neapolitane, While 
my countrymen, the Italians, with equal truth perhaps, ftyled 
it the mal Franceſe, Others go higher, and ſuppoſe the 
ulcers of Job to have been oceaſioned by the poiten of this 
diſeaſe, . Accordingly we find ina millal, printed at Ve- 
nice in 1542, a maſs in honour of St. Job, at whoſe inter- 
ceſſion perſons recovered were ſuppoſed to owe their deliver - 
ance, But the preyailing opinion with the faculty is, 
that it is a difeaſe of Indian extraction, and brought 0 
Europe by he Spaniards from the American lands, Where 
it was very common before the Spaniards had viſited them, 
Hence it is called in Spain-/qrva des Indias, or ſus bunt.

The truth is, of the numerous traditions we have on 
the origin of the lues venerea, there is not one Which may 
not, with thoſe on the diſcovery of the circulation of the 
blood, of Which ſo many nations have claimed the merit, 
and of which the antiquity is ſtill unſettled, be conſidered 
zs the mere effect of ridiculous dreams, and of local pre- 
poſſeſſions.— Of its hymptoms, however, experience hath 
enabled us to ſpeak with certainty.

tion, is left entirely to the judgment, the diſcretion, and 
arbitrary deciſion, of the phyſician concerned; who is, or
